HONITON Town Councillor John Taylor 
has been hauled before the Standards Hear- 
ing Sub Committee over allegations he had 
failed to follow the council’s code of con- 
duct. 

The complaint was made by Honiton Town Clerk 
Chetna Jones after Cllr Taylor allegedly slandered the 
clerk concerning the funding of the Beehive Commu- 
nity Centre. The statement which has appeared in the 
local media, including Pulman’s View from Honiton,

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by Peter Hodges 
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made a number of claims about the legality and pro- 
priety of a loan obtained by the town council. 

The complaint was then assessed by the interim 
monitoring officer — whose view was that there had 
been sufficient evidence to suggest comments made 
by Cllr Taylor had breached the code of conduct by 
not treating the Town Clerk with respect and he sug- 
gested that Cllr Taylor issue an unreserved apology to 
Ms Jones and make it publicly known that he had 
done so. 

Shortly after this, Henry Gordon Lennox took over 
the monitoring officer role at EDDC and after a con- 
sultation with the independent person, John Warpole, 
the monitoring officer wrote to Cllr Taylor saying that 
he had reviewed case and that the he concurred with 


the view that Cllr Taylor had breached the code of 
conduct. Mr Lennox then suggested that Cllr Taylor 
should make an apology to the town clerk and in 
doing so this would constitute an informal resolution 
of the matter. 

In April of this year Cllr Taylor told the monitoring 
officer that he did not accept his view and he wouldn’t 
apologise for his actions and in the absence of an in- 
formal resolution the monitoring officer appointed 
Tim Darsley to investigate the complaint in June. 

Tim Darsley’s investigation found that Cllr Taylor 
had breached the code of conduct in regards of treat- 
ing other with courtesy and respect but he hadn’t dis- 
closed information given in confidence which is of a 
confidential nature. 

Cllr Taylor and his lawyer Nigel Kinder disputed 
several claims in the report, technicalities that if the 
investigator had overlooked may have skewed his 
final decision.

1. HAVING a property 
rewired is expensive 
and disruptive, so we often put up with the 
wiring we've inherited when we move and for- 
get about getting it sorted. Unless the sockets, 
light switches and flexes are obviously old, it 
can be hard to tell the age of the wiring. A good 
place to start is the fuse box. If it has rewirable 
fuses, for example, it should probably be re- 
placed because modern fuse boxes don't use 
fuse wire.

the electrical work is safe and legal, something 
often needed when you sell or rent out your 
home. 

3. GAS appliances are another potential dan- 
ger. By law, they must be installed by a Gas 
Safe Register engineer (www.gassaferegister. 
co.uk). They should also be serviced by one 
annually to ensure they're safe and working ef- 
ficiently. Carbon monoxide poisoning from 
gas appliances can, of course, be fatal and is 
hard to detect. That's why it's safest to have a 
carbon monoxide alarm in each room where 
there's a gas appliance. But fitting one isn't 
enough - you must press the test button on it 
regularly to make sure it's working, and change 
the batteries when required, although some 
alarms have built-in batteries that can't be re- 
placed. 

4. SMOKE alarms should also be tested regu- 
larly, but there's nothing more annoying than

Taking out the battery is a potentially 
dangerous habit to get in to, so go for an alarm 
with a silencer button. Some alarms are ‘toast 
proof’, meaning they're less likely to be set off 
when you cook. If you have wired-in alarms 
(see below), your electrician should fit a heat 
detector, rather than a smoke alarm, in the 
kitchen. 

5. ALL new homes must be fitted with inter- 
linking wired-in smoke alarms and this can also 
apply when you do major building work, such 
as rewiring, or converting the loft. If you don't 
want to replace your home's existing doors with 
fire doors when doing a conversion, getting an 
electrician to install smoke alarms throughout 
should ensure compliance with building regs. 
If wired-in alarms aren't required, fitting smoke 
alarms that wirelessly interlink is a great alter- 
native. Interlinking means that if there's a fire, 
all the alarms will go off at the same time, so 
even if you're sleeping a long way from the fire.
